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Easing Of Tight Money Urged 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President Ford heard 


more than a dozen of America's leading economists 
urge Thursday that the federal government ease its 
tight money policy in a move to bring down record 
high interest rates. 


Ford didn't say immediately, however, if he 


would pressure the Federal Reserve Board to relax 
its restrictions on money available for lending 


At the conclusion of a day-long White House con- 


ference of economists, congressmen and govern- 
ment officials, Ford also was told there is a wide 
divergence of opinion on wage and price controls. 


The President, who convened the session as the 


first in a series leading to his economic summit 
conference this month, hailed the meeting as a 
success in the search for cures for America's 
economic ills. 


Ford opposes wage and price controls, and heard 


strong views presented for and against their reim- 
position. 


But there was a suggestion of a middle ground on 


the issue — increased monitoring and jawboning by 
the new Council of Wage and Price Stability. Some 
of the economists believe a "jawboning effort 
could work effectively," said Arthur Okun of the 
Brookings Institution in summarizing the panel's 
deliberation. 


Ford made no specific commitments but gave a 


strong indication of the course he prefers when he 
said, "The American people ... want us to take 
those actions I believe that fall within the middle 
ground of the spectrum." 


Okun said that "at least half expressed the opi- 


nion we have reached or are rapidly approaching 


the time for a change" in the tight money policy. 


The economists are "not talking about easy 


money," Okun said, but rather about a reduction of 
the restraint that has produced record high interest 
rates. 


There were several distinct dissents to the 


monetary policy relaxation, but Okun said the 
"breadth of agreement... was striking to me." 


Some of the economists urged tax increases, 


others called for tax cuts. Almost all agreed the line 
should be held on federal spending, but there was a 
split on exactly where cuts should come. 


Ford opened the meeting by telling the panel the 


American people want the unvarnished truth about 
inflation and "they are sick and tired of having 
politics played with their pocketbooks." 


Perhaps the best indication of Ford's approach 


to the nation's economic problems came in his 
spontaneous response to an economist's suggestion 
that the country needs "positive thinking." 


After Walter Hoadley of the Bank of America 


called for upbeat thinking to counter "a lack of con- 
fidence in the future," Ford volunteered the opi- 
nion that Americans can't indulge in positive 
thinking unless they first have the truth. 


At the first of a dozen sessions leading up to a 


Sept. 27-28 summit conference on inflation, a con- 
sensus emerged among economic experts that a 
depression is unlikely to develop but that output is 
apt to be flat, sluggish or even down a bit over the 
next 18 months. 


A sizable number of conference participants 


representing business, finance, labor and the 
academic profession — all of them professional 
economists — also called for a gradual easing of the 
Federal Reserve Board's tight money policy that 
has produced record-high interest rates. 


Many of them conservatives as well as liberals, 


also recommended that serious consideration be 
given to a public service employment program in 
anticipation of an early rise in joblessness. Im- 
proved unemployment compensation programs 
also met with considerable support. 


At the Capitol, Senate Democrats put Ford on 


notice that they are ready to keep Congress in ses- 
sion for the rest of the year to deal with the 
economic problems. At the same time, their 
leaders said it is up to the White House to make a 
specific move if any action is to be taken this year. 


Fair News, Results 
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Drought Area 
Loans Stalled

Because applications failed to 


contain required letters, low- 
cost loans for 40 drought- 
stricken Nebraska counties have 
been delayed. 


Gov. J. James Exon sent a 


sharply-worded telegram to 
Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz 
Thursday, complaining about 
the delays. 


"While we have been working 


closely with our congressional 
and federal officials since July 
25, we have not been advised by 
anyone of anything further that 
needs to be done and therefore 
assume all is in order for your 
approval," Exon's telegram 
said. 


However, a spokesman in Sen. 


Carl Curtis' office said the delay 
could be traced to the lack of 
required letters from banks in 
the communities involved. 


Required By Law 


"The law requires that these 


applications include letters from 
the local banks, with the banks 
verifying that they cannot meet 
the further credit needs of their 
customers," according to Don 
Shasteen, administrative assis- 
tant to Curtis. 


Shasteen said Ken Bowen, 


head of the Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration in Nebraska, had 
thought the application could go 
through without the letters. 


Bowen was not immediately 


available for comment. 


Glenn Kreuscher, director of 


the state Agriculture Depart- 
ment, said "the first I heard that 
those letters were needed was 
when Don Shasteen talked to me 
this morning." 


'Recalled No Word' 


Kreuscher, and officials in 


Exon's, office, said they had ob- 
solutely no word on why the 
loans were delayed. 


"You asume that if they don't 


tell you something is wrong, that 
things are being processed," an 
Exon administration official 
said.' 'If they just asked me I would 
have pursued it myself," 
Kreuscher said. 


Asked why Bowen apparently 


thought the loans could go 
through without the specifically 


required letters, both Shasteen 
and Kreuscher declined to com- 
ment. 


Will Open Jam 


Until Thursday morning, Exon 


administration officials, in- 
cluding Kreuscher, believed they 
had done everything necessary 
to secure the loans. 


"I can tell you that the log jam 


will be broken, probably by 
Friday," Shasteen said 
Thursday. 


In his telegram to Butz, Exon 


cited the extensive documenta- 
tion provided in the applications, 
and noted that the situation has 
deteriorated since the loans, 
available at 4 per cent interest, 
were requested. 


Exon cited the drought and 


said: 


"Now we have been further 


hard hit in some areas by an ear- 
ly killing frost. 


Home Hit Hard 


"The serious drought, the 


devastating situation in livestock 
prices, decreasing grain prices 
and now the early frost have hit 
unbelievably hard at our farmers 
and ranchers. At the same tone 
they are facing ever increasing 
interest costs. 


"We need the legitimate 


assistance your department can 
give us now and are understan- 
dably discouraged by endless 
delays," Exon said. 


Shasteen said some of the 


applications had been sent back 
to Nebraska, the letters ob- 
tained, and then returned to 
Washington. 


Exon declared the drought dis- 


aster July 25. 


Never Informed 


All indications were that, until 


Thursday, Exon had never been 
informed that the loans were 
held up because of the failure to 
include the letters. 


"The governor can speak for 


himself," Kreuscher said, "but I 
can tell you he did what he was 
supposed to do. He forwarded 
the applications, that were sup- 
posed to be complete when they 
got to him, with his recommen- 
dation." 


"No one told him. or me, until 


Thursday morning, that anything 
was wrong," Kreuscher said.

Last Minute Appeal Delays 
Possible Eviction Of Couple

On Thursday bureaucracy came to 


the aid of an elderly Lincoln couple 
being threatened by bureaucracy. 


And as a result, the Martin Lindells 


are going to be allowed to continue 
living in the house where they've lived 
for more than two decades. At least, 
for a little while longer they can live 
there. 


The city housing administrator's of- 


fice was supposed to have declared the 
Lindell's home, at 618 S. 19th, unfit to 
live in Friday, but an eleventh hour 
appeal from the Legal Aid Society 
halted the potential eviction. 


Lindells Puzzled 


While Legal Aid attorneys, VISTA 


workers and Jim Hait. the city's 
housing relocation officer, bargain 
with other officials for additional 
time, Mr. and Mrs. Martin Lindell 
can't quite understand what it's all 
about 


Lindell, who is 81, and his wife Eva, 


71. live in a two-story white house in a 
neighborhood sprouting apartment 
complexes, lots of parked cars and 
older, deteriorating houses. 


But the Lindells' house sticks out. 
He has covered the structure with 


biblical verses, printed in bold, black 
letters, earning the house the simple 
title of "the Jesus House." 


Both Lindells have vowed not to 


move to another house or an apart- 
ment which would be provided by the 
Housing Authority should their home 
be "red-tagged" — declared unfit to 
Jive in — by the rity. The red tag on a 
house means that people living inside 


have to move out, or face eviction. 


Lindell, who uses a crutch to help 


him get around, said the sheriff would 
have to drag him away. 


'What Right?' 


"I don't see what right the city has 


to come in here and put us out of our 
home," he said. 


"It's been this way (speaking of the 


condition) for years. Why are they 
bothering us now?" he asked. 


The Lindells feel the city is dis- 


criminating against them because the 
house is covered with religious verses. 


The neighbors "have been after me 


for three to four years to repaint it," 
he said gesturing to the people living 
next door and across the street in a 
new apartment complex. 


Official complaints from those 


neighbors resulted in the city's inspec- 
ting the Lindell's home. 


City housing consultant Garrett 


Hueniek checked the house July 29, 
after numerous complaints were made 
to the housing administrator's office, 
the mayor's office and the Community 
Development Department 


He denied that the religious sayings 


prompted the inspection. 


"It's the living conditions we're con- 


cerned with," Hueniek said. 


Violations Cited 


Hueniek said he found a number of 


violations of the city bousing code. 


In an Aug. 6 letter to the Lindells he 


listed those violations, which in- 
cluded: insufficient electrical outlets, 
no hot water heater, no furnace, 
deteriorating roof, rotten wood 
around windows, excessive rubbish 
and deterioration of the foundation. 


Admiral: Soviets Pose 
Threat To Mediterranean

The new commander of the U.S. 6th 


Fleet warned on Thursday that Russia 
is posing an increasing threat in the 
Mediterranean. 


"Today we can defend ourselves at 


any time and from any attack," Vice 
Adin, Frederick C. Turner said at a 
change of command ceremony aboard 
the aircraft carrier Independence off 
Gaeta, Italy. "But I don't know about 
the future." 


Turner replaced Vice Adm. Daniel 


J. Murphy, who has been reassigned 
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to Washington to head antisubmarine 
warfare operations. 


Adm. Means Johnston, commander 


in chief of allied forces Southern 
Europe, seconded Turner's apprehen- 
sions, saying: "We must keep control 
of the Mediterranean... The Russian 
bear has learned to swim." 


Stressing the "inexorable build-up 


of Soviet seapower, both in numbers 
and in sophistication," Johnston said 
it was difficult to conceive of a purely 
defensive role for the growing Soviet 
Mediterranean fleet 


"We can only conclude, however 


reluctantly, that the primary Soviet 
naval mission is interdiction," be said. 
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Also, Hueniek cited the use of several 
space heaters, which he said con- 
stituted a fire hazard. 


Hueniek said the house has 


deteriorated to a point where it would 
not be economically advisable to make 
the repairs needed to bring the house 
up to standards. 


On the basis of his inspection, 


Hueniek officially reported that an 
"emergency" existed and two days 
later Mayor Sam Schwartzkopf signed 
an order declaring the emergency. 


That order allows the city to put a 


placard on the house, declaring it unfit 
to live in. The placard has not been af- 
fixed to the house, however. 


Handling Criticized 


Some working on the case agree that 


the house violates the housing code, 
but they question the way the case has 
been handled. 


Attorney Gale Pokorny of Legal Aid 


said bureaucratic machinery is usually 
laborious and protracted "yet, within 
two days (from Aug. 6 to Aug. 8) they 
decide an emergency exists." 


In Thursday's appeal to Housing Ad- 


ministrator Carl Kopines, Pokorny 
charged that the city was singling out 
the Lindells and said the city had not 
shown that an emergency exists. 


Kopines seemed somewhat baffeled 


at the action, since, he said, "We've 
kept them fully informed all the way 
along." 


It is still not known whether a 


hearing on the case will be held, even 
though the city code provides that any 
person affected by the mayor's order 
"shall be afforded a hearing as soon as 
possible." Kopines said he will have to 
check with the dty attorney. 


Pokorny promised to go to court 


and seek a temporary restraining 
order to prevent the city from evicting 
the couple if the appeal is not 
processed. 


Repairs Promised 


In lifting the Friday deadline for 


"red-tagging" the house, Kopines said 
his office received a commitment that 
repairs will be made. 


Kopines and Community Develop- 


ment Director Leo Scherer say the city 
has "bent over backwards" on the 
case and voiced concern for the 
Lindells1 safety in the house. 


VISTA worker Pam Snively main- 


tained that a forced move would en- 
danger the Lindells1 health more than 
continued occupancy of the building 
would. 


In the meantime, Snively said she 


win try to marshall volunteers to help 
fix up the house, 


As Mrs. Lindell pat it, "Somebody is 


going to have to help us. We can't do it 
alone." 
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Changing Name 
Costs $113,000

At a time when state and 


national leaders are urging 
restraint in spending, the State 
Department of Labor is planning 
possibly the costliest name- 
change in the state's history. 


Labor Department 
officials 


acknowledged Thursday that a 
$113,000 media campaign is 
scheduled to begin Oct. 1 to in- 
form Nebraska citizens that the 
Labor Department henceforth 
will be known as Job Service of 
Nebraska and that it offers free 
job placement. 


Officials said the campaign is 


completely paid for by the 
federal government and will oc- 
cur simultaneously in 14 other 
states across the nation. 


Some Grumbles 


The campaign, which will be 


conducted by an Omaha adver- 
tising agency, PRA Inc., has a 
number of state officials 
grumbling about it being a waste 
of money. 


One official, who asked not to 


be identified, said, "I think 
they'd accomplish more good if 
they just handed the money out 
to the unemployed." 


State Labor Commissioner 


Jerry Chizek and Don Haase, 
associate director of employ- 
ment service, defended the 
program's worth, saying it is 
needed to make the public more 
aware of the help the agency can 
provide. 


Mrs. Rhonda Burton, the 


department's 
public relations 


person, said a pilot campaign in 
Virginia increased the number of 
job placements in that state by 
30%. 


'All Appropriate Steps' 


Chizek noted that legally he is 


required to take "all appropriate 
steps to reduce and prevent un- 
employment." 


"If this program can help ac- 


complish that, then I've got to 
say, 'Well done,' " he said. "If 
anyone is speaking against this 
program, maybe they're the 
ones with the problem." 


Asked if he felt the program is 


necessary, Chizek replied, 
"Who's to say what is necessary? 


Maybe we could lay off half our 
staff and do our work — is that 
necessary? 


"I think we ought to be 


honored to have this oppor- 
tunity." 


The campaign, properly titled 


Job Service Employer Relation 
and Job Development Public 
Communication Project, has a 
$113,000 budget for the year. Ac- 
cording to Mrs. Burton, PRA 
Inc. was awarded the contract 
for the campaign after bidders 
were asked what they could do 
for $113,000. 


Five bids were received and 


one was disqualified before PRA 
Inc was awarded the job in 
June. 


Here is the media budget 


provided by Mrs. Burton: televi- 
sion, $33,000: radio, $36,000; 
newspapers, $11,000; magazines, 
$5,000; and outdoor ads, $7,000. 


Among other things, that 


money will go for full page ads in 
the regional editions of Time, 
Newsweek, Sports Illustrated, 
U.S. News & World Report and 
T.V. Guide. 


Paperweights, Cups 


The balance, roughly $20,000, 


will cover the costs of "collateral 
material" which includes slide 
shows, production costs, 
brochures and novelty items, 
such as paperweights and coffee 
cups which bear the Job Service 
of Nebraska emblem. 


Haase said the campaign is in- 


tended to change the public im- 
age of the agency from a 
negative one to positive one, or 
from unemployment to employ- 
ment. 


Although the agency's func- 


tion is not being changed, Haase 
said the public should know that 
the agency does not have only 
less desirable jobs available. 


The agency made 50,000 


placements during fiscal 1973-74. 
and Chizek and Haase think that 
figure could be increased 
significantly. 


They admitted it will be dif- 


ficult to gauge the campaign's 
success. 


"It's extremely hard for me to 


believe anyone is opposed to this 
idea," Chizek said. 


84% Of Civilians 
Fail Wallet Test 


New York (UPI) — Who's 


more honest, the civilian or the 
cop? 


According to a test involving 


susposedly lost wallets, the man 
in uniform is more trustworthy 
than the average man in the 
street 


The test showed that W0 of 


civilians failed to turn in wallets 
they found in the street In addi- 
tion, one of the wallets turned in 
was missing the money it once 
contained. 


In contrast in a similar in- 


tegrity test involving randomly 
selected police officers, 29% of 
the men in blue failed to return 
the "lost" wallets to their 
owners. And all of the wallets 


returned by officers contained 
the money they originally had. 


Patrolmen's Benevolent 


Association President Ken 
McFeeley said at a news con- 
ference Thursday that the test of 
civilian honesty was conducted 
for one week last month by an 
independent consulting group. 


Fifty wallets, each containing 


identification and $9 in cash. 
were dropped at 10 locations 
around the city. Cameras trained 
on the sites recorded the public 
response. 


McFeeley said only eight 


wallets were returned — and the 
cash had been removed from 
one of them. 
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Foreign Orders Up 


Washington (AP) — Foreign 


orders for the drought-damaged 
U.S. com crop continued to 
climb, mainly because of a 
further increase in purchases by 
the European Common Market, 
new export figures by the 
Agriclture Department snowed 
Thursday. 


The export listings showed 


corn orders by aH foreign coun- 
tries totaled nearly 25,2 million 
metric tons more, or 991.2 
million bushels, as of Aug. 25. 
The figures represent a two- 


thirds gam in two weeks. 


On Aug. 11, a day before a new 


USDA report showed 1974 corn 
production would be down 
sharply, export orders stood at 
155 nalbon tons or about 612 
million bushels 


Most dramatic have been in- 


creases shown from the Com- 
mon Market, whose officials 
recently indicated feed grain 
needs would be down sharply 
the coming year.

.... On Northern School Discrimination 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


authors of a new civil rights 
report Thursday challenged 
President Ford to order a 
crackdown on alleged school dis- 
crimination in the North. 


Otherwise, they said, the 


private study which sharply 
criticized federai foot-dragging 
may provide the ammunition for 
a new wave of law suits against 
the government and school dis- 
tricts in 32 northern and western • 
states. 


"An early test for the Ford ad- 


ministration is whether it is 
prepared to respond candidly 
and firmly to evidence that its 
own officials are not living up to 
their legal duties to protect the 
rights of children," said William 
L Taylor, director of the Center 
for National Policy Review. 


At the White House presiden- 


tial press secretary Jerald F. 
terHorst said that Ford, to his 
knowledge, was not aware of the 
report 


"He is very much concerned 


with equal treatment and justice 
for all Americans," terHorst 
said 


If the Departments of Justice 


and Health, Education and 
Welfare were not aware of the 
President's feelings about civil 
rights, he said, they would be 
made aware in the future. 


The 117-page report, entitled 


"Justice Delayed & Denied," 
charged that HEW has failed to 
require racial school desegrega- 
tion in the North although its 
files "literally bulge with 
documented evidence of viola- 
tion of laws." 


The three-year study by the 


center drew upon HEW's own 


investigative files from 84 dis- 
tricts. Some of the records were 
obtained through a freedom of 
information law suit. 


Of the 84 compliance reviews, 


the report said, 52 remain open 
and unresolved although they 
have been around an average of 
more than three years. 


Only four of the cases reached 


the point where districts were 
cited for discriminating against 
blacks: Mount Vernon, N.Y.; 
Boston; Wichita, Kan., and 
Ferndale, Mich 


Only Ferndale has had its 


federal education funds cut off, 
and Taylor said that some 
federal revenue-sharing funds 
now are flowing to that small 
district.

Depletion Of Ozone Layer 
By Nuclear War Possible 


Washington - The director of the Anrn Con- 


trol and Disarmament Agency warned Thursday 
that a nuclear war could destroy the ozone layer 
in the stratosphere that protects all Jiving things 
from the sun's ulraviotet radiation. 


The potential depletion of the ozone layer by 


nuclear explosions is a new, accidental discovery 
that arms control officials believe adds an 
awesome new element to the destructive global 
effects of a nuclear war. 


It now appears that a large-scale nuclear war, 


aside from its immediate destruction and deaths 
and lingering radiation, could upset if not destroy 
the food chain of plants and animals upon which 
man depends to survive. If so, in the opinion of • 
some scientists, the nuclear deterrent, if ever 
used, could become a global doomsday machine, 
destroying not only the warring nations but also 
causing widespread deaths among the rest of the 
world's population. 


Unexpected Impact 


The previously unexpected impact of a 


nuclear war upon the ozone layer was described 
by Dr. Fred C. Dde, director of the Arms Control 
and Disarmament Agency, in a speech prepared 
for delivery before the Council on Foreign 
Relations in Chicago. A copy of the speech was 
made available here by Dde, who amplified on his 
speech, entitled "Nuclear Disarmament Without 
Secrecy," in an interview. 


Ikle cited the ozone effect as an example of 


how "we have imposed on ourselves an inner 
secrecy" about the dangers of nuclear war, to the 
point that "we have lost comprehension — in 
emotive and human terms — of the reality of 
nuclear weapons. 


"Even scientist," he argued, "have become 


unable to express the full range of physical effects 
of nuclear warfare" because "the damage from 
nuclear explosions to the fabric of nature and the 
sphere of living things cascades from one effect to 
another in ways too complex for our scientists to 
predict." 


Implication Immediate 


One immediate implication of the discovery 


of the ozone effect, Ikle suggested, is to reinforce 


SALT Resumption 
To Be Announced 
WASHINGTON (AP) - After a six months 


recess the United States and the Soviet Union will 
renew their talks on limitations of strategic 
nuclear weapons in two weeks, U.S. officials said 
Thursday.

the effectiveness of nuclear deterrence since a 
nuclear power would know that it was ordaining 
perhaps the destruction of mankind if it resorted 
to nuclear weapons. But in the longer range, the 
hope of arms control officials is that the discovery 
can help contribute to disarmament measures by 
demonstrating the self-destructiveness of the pre- 
sent nuclear arsenals. 


In the past, the ozone effect has never been 


seriously considered by military planners, who 
have come to accept the deterrent concept that a 
nuclear attack would lead to mutual suicide 
between two nations. But they have never com- 
pletely dismissed the possibility that a nation 
might successfully conduct a pre-emptive attack 
without being destroyed in return. 


One of the side effects of a nuclear war—one 


which Ikle observed was discovered by accident 
when radioactive dust from a thermonuclear 
explosion in 1954 by the United States rained 
down upon the Japanese fishing boat Lucky 
Dragon — is global fallout. While radioactive 
fallout could kill millions, arms control agency of- 
ficials who have studied the problem believe the 
global destructive effects of upsetting the ozone 
layer would be far worse. 


Three Atoms In Molecule 


Ozone—a form of oxygen with three instead 


of the two atoms in a molecule — is found in 
abundance in the lower stratosphere. It forms a 
protective layer against the sun's radiation, absor- 
bing .in particular the short-wave ultraviolet rays 
which can tear apart protein molecules in plants 
and animals. 


In a way not previously understood, the heat 


of atomic explosions produce molecules of nitric 
oxides, which as they rise with the atomic cloud, 
interreact with and destroy the ozone molecules 
without being destroyed themselves. 


While there is still some uncertainty about 


the extent of this interraction, there is now 
general agreement within the scientific communi- 
ty that large-scale nuclear explosions could cause 
considerable depletion of the ozone layer. 


Quantity Unknown 


As-Dde summed up the prevailing scientific 


judgment: 


"We do not know how much ozone depletion 


would occur from a large number of nuclear 
explosions — it might be imperceptible, but it 
also might be almost total. We do not know how 
long such depletion would last — less than one 
year or over ten years. 


"And above all, we do not know what this 


depletion would be to plants, animals and people. 
Perhaps it would merely increase the hazard of 
sunburn. Or perhaps it would destroy critical 
links of the intricate food chain of plants and 
animals, and thus shatter the ecological structure 
that permits man to remain alive on this planet. 


"All we know is that we do not know." 
Ikle said his agency had commissioned the 


National Academy of Sciences to study the poten- 
tial impact upon the ozone layer as well as to 
examine whether there might be other "surprise 
effects" of nuclear warfare.

CERVETERI, Italy (AP) - 


The statue of Tuchulca, the devil 
god of the Etruscans, has sur- 
faced from "The Land of 
Ghosts," sending shivers down 
the spines of the laborers who 
made the historic archeological 
find. 


Legend in this Etruscan town 


22 miles north of Rome has it 
that a devil's shadow guarded 
the treasures buried in "The 
Land of Ghosts," where the 
Etruscans carved their tombs in 
the rocky hills of Greppe di 
Sant'Angelo. 


The legend was good for 


bootleg excavators who 
challenged the devil and ghosts 
to dig for ancient vessels and 
statuettes in a no man's land in- 
habited only by wild pigs. 


It was these excavators who 


gave police the clue which led to 
the unearthing of the first known 
sculpture of Tuchulca, known 
only to historians through in- 
scriptions and paintings. 


Early in the summer, police 


investigated 
rumors that 


clandestine diggers had found a 
treasure worth at least as much 
as the famed Vase of 
Euphronios, the $1 million vase 
acquired in 1972 by the New 
York Metropolitan Museum and 
which Cerveteri claims came 
from clandestine excavations on 
the Greppe. 


Police called in archeologists 


and digging started. What came 
to light was an archeologist's 
dream. 


Two tombs carved into an 18- 


foot-high cliff looked down upon 
a "Sacrificial Yard" enclosed by 
a wall. Guarding the princely 


tombs from the walls stood two 
lions, a sphynx and Tuchulca, 
the devil. 


Tuchulca's head and torso lay 


apart. The head featured a 
bulbous nose, long ears, a deeply 
furrowed forehead, a gaping, 
fleshy mouth and a goatee — a 
close relative of the devil 
Christians depicted in the Mid- 
dle Ages. 


The ornamental doors were 


topped by a frieze decorated 
with panthers and lions biting 
and thrusting their Claws into 
stags and boars. 


A staircase carved in the rock 


led down to the Sacrificial Yard. 
The entrance to the tombs was 
through narrow slits under the 
carved doors. 


Experts believe the tomb 


belonged to a king and his family 
some 2,500 years ago. 


The architecture is unique for 


southern Etruria, combining 
local and northern styles. 


Each tomb features one large 


room, which the experts said 
appear to have been looted. In 
the tombs they found broken 
vases and inscribed tombstones 
in the shape of phalluses. 


The Etruscans had the highest 


form of civilization in Italy 
before the rise of Rome. It 
evolved around the 8th century 
B.C., developed rapidly during 
the 7th century, achieved its 
peak during the 6th century, and 
declined during the 5th and 4th 
centuries. 


Etruscan wealth and power 


was in part based upon their 
knowledge of ironworkmg and 
their exploitation of iron 
deposits which were abundant in 
Etruna.

PANAMA (AP) — A six-week 


"banana war" between Panama 
and United Brands Co. of the 
United States has ended with 
Panamanian strong man Gen. 
Omar Torrijos claiming victory 
for Panama. 


The Chiriqui Land Co., a 


United Brands subsidiary in 
Panama, suspended production 
and export of bananas July 24 in 
a dispute with the government 
over payment of a banana export 
tax of $1 per 40-pound box. 


An agreement to resume 


operations was reached 


Wednesday on the resort island 
of Contadora, in Panama Bay, 
between Torrijos and United 
Brands president Eli M. Black. 


"The company has resumed 


the production and exportation 
of the fruit," Torrijos said. 
"Talks will begin soon on the 
eventual transfer of properties 
owned by United Brands and the 
conditions of its future 
operations in the country." 


The company also agreed to 


pay back wages and taxes for the 
period of suspended operations, 
totaling an estimated $10 
million.

Hemisphere foreign ministers 
will be called to meet in 
Ecuador Nov. 11 to vote on lif- 
ting diplomatic and economic 
sanctions imposed on Cuba 10 
years ago, it was learned 
Thursday.

Highway 64 near Selmer, Tenn., 
and burned. "Something else is 
wrong." 


Mrs. Helen Pusser, the mother 


of the former McNairy County, 
Tenn., sheriff who survived 
seven assassination 
attempts, 


said this week a representative 
of Chevrolet had been asked to 
check the car, which the family 
is keeping at an undisclosed loca- 
tion. 


Rumors have persisted since 


the wreck that the tie rods in the 
Corvette were tampered with. 
But Tennessee highway patrol 
Capt. Jerry Simmons said the 
day after the wreck that he could 
find nothing to support the 
theory. 


"It is our belief," Simmons 


said, "that the tie rods broke on 


impact. None of the parts are 
missing and the jagged ends fit 
together perfectly. 


"We consider this just another 


unfortunate highway accident," 
he said. 


Before the car was turned over 


to the family, Simmons said, the 
tie rods and power steering 
cylinder were removed "to keep 
anyone from messing around 
with them and starting any wild 
rumors."

highway patrol officer in 
Nashville, said Thursday the tie 
rods have been sent to the FBI 
in Washington for examination.

The death remains of- 
ficially classified as accidental, 
he said.

AMNESTY: Do They Even Wont To Come Back? 


The Spell of Toronto 


By KEVIN P. PHILLIPS 


TORONTO, Canada - When Gerald Ford 


announced his conditional amnesty policy, 
stirring up considerable hostility among 
veterans' organizations, he got an indirect boost 
of sorts from the reaction of a trio of deserters 
and draft-dodgers displayed in a widely seen 
Toronto television interview: The three young 
men indicated mixed feelings about coming 
home and little desire for anything short of un- 
conditional forgiveness. 


You have to visit Toronto to understand 


what they are talking about. That young 
runaways will pay a steep price to come back to 
the United States may seem reasonable in the 
VFW Halls and Kiwanis Clubs; it seems far- 
fetched, however, in a city that combines the 
cosmopolitanism of San Francisco, the financial 
district skyscrapers of New York and the gothic- 
and-granite solidity of London in the cheeriest 
and best-run major metropolitan area (2.6 
million population) in eastern North America. 


There is no real way to know, but most of 


the runaways have probably carved out better 
lives and opportunities for themselves than they 
could have at home. 


I don't intend to write a travel feature for 


Toronto. Even so, the city's appeal is central to 
my point, being almost tailor-made for youth. 
The stodginess that characterized Toronto in its 
earlier days as the focal point of Canadian- 
British tradition has been changed by a tremen- 
dous influx of European immigrants and young 
people. 


Everywhere in the city, new office 


buildings, restaurants and boutiques seem to be 
opening up. There are gardens everywhere. The 
city hall is something out of tomorrow's texts on 
architecture, and you can walk almost anywhere 
downtown at night — I did — without seeing a 
hint of a mugger. A friend in market research 
says that Toronto is the North American City, 
with the most enthusiastic lifestyle rating. 


Which brings me back to the question of 


amnesty. I am sympathetic to President Ford's 
conditional amnesty program — requiring com- 
pensatory service — although I didn't care for 
the swing-to-the-left context in which he offered 
it. Moreover, it may be useful to underscore the 
numerical realities involved here. Of the tens of 
thousands of U.S. deserters, draft-dodgers and 
runaways in Canada — many in Toronto — only 
a minority would be likely to come home even 
with an absolute amnesty. Visit their families, 
yes; but not move back to the U.S. And a much 
smaller minority would return if compensatory 
service were involved. 


Thus, those who expect that conditional 


amnesty would mean a re-invasion of hippies, 
junkies and dropcuts are wrong. That's not 
very likely. To paraphrase the old World War 
One ditty, how are you going to get them back to 
Dubuque after they've seen Bloor Street West 
and Queens Park East? 


Presumably the minority that would return 


and pay the price are the harmless and the 
homesick, with less collective anti-social poten- 
tial than an existing, second-rate Southern 
California motorcycle gang. Besides which, 
there is also another aspect of the situation. 
Conditional amnesty might defuse the overall 
amnesty issue once it became clear that no 
large-scale repatriation was going to occur. 


In political terms, President Ford was 


lucky that the Toronto television threesome 
were so contemptuous of his scheme, because 
that contempt moderated the reaction of con- 
servative and veterans' groups against the 
liberality of Mr. Ford's proposal. 


Over the long-run, though, we might do 


better to resolve the amnesty issue before too 
many Toronto interviews and stories un- 
derscore the comparative attractions of Canada 
and the U.S. That part is a little embarrassing.

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Kennedy Candidacy Uncertain 


"It's Kennedy's for the asking." So 


goes nearly everybody's assessment of who 
can gain the Democratic presidential 
nomination in 1976. 


We have the feeling, however, that a 


great mass of Democrats will heave a 
collective sigh of reb'ef if Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy of Massachusetts swallows his 
presidential ambitions and sits out the elec- 
tion two years hence. 


And if he is to do just that,' it would be 


the fairest thing for the party and its other 
hopefuls for Kennedy to announce his non- 
candidacy well within the next twelve 
months. For it's another popular axiom 
that "nobody (except, perhaps, "Scoop" 
Jackson) will move until Teddy does." 
Kennedy should signal his intentions to run 
or not early enough for others to make 
their move in staking a claim on the 
nomination if Kennedy decides to hold off. 
A free-for-all among late-emerging can- 
didates just before convention time will not 
help the Democratic Party to put its best 
foot forward in the 1976 election. 


There are compelling reasons to 


believe that Kennedy may take himself out 
of the running, at least for six more years. 
The statement fay former Democratic 
National Chairman Lawrence O'Brien, the 
Watergate burglary target, that Kennedy 


should not run for president in 1976 should 
be regarded as having more than casual 
significance because of O'Brien's long-time 
ties with the Kennedy family as friend and 
advisor. 


It is O'Brien's position that Kennedy 


should step aside because he could be the 
target of possible assassination attempts if 
he should seek the office. Sadly, it is all too 
possible, considering the violent emotions 
the Kennedys stir up and the bloody record 
that remarkable family has suffered in 
public service. 


There is another practical reason, too, 


why a Kennedy decision to withdraw from 
presidential politics might be silently 
hailed among Democratic ranks. And that 
is that the shadow of Chappaquiddick will 
hang heavy in post-Watergate America, no 
matter what people like O'Brien say public- 
ly about it not being a serious negative fac- 
tor. 


We think the experience of the last two 


years has proved that the people will de- 
mand the truth, the whole truth and 
nothing but the truth at the earliest possi- 
ble opportunity from public figures who 
are called upon to answer for their acts. 
And that is what many people believe they 
did not get from Kennedy in the aftermath 
of Chappaquiddick. 


A Questionable Mix 


If indeed there was a double agent in 


the White House during the last days of 
Richard Nixon, it would have to be 
Alexander Haig, the presidential chief-of- 
staff and a fast-rising four-star general 
before he hired on with the former presi- 
dent. 


Toward the end, while publicly still 


working to stem the tide against his boss, 
Haig was privately involved in 
orchestrating efforts to persuade Nixon 
that resignation was in the nation's best in- 
terests. It was, by all reports, a difficult 
thing for him to do; it violated his sense of 
loyalty and burdened him emotionally. But 
he knew that Nixon's resignation was the 
only proper course and for his part in ob- 
taining it he deserves the nation's respect. _ 


Now Haig wants to return to the 


military and he is being considered by 
President Ford for a top job, perhaps as 
supreme allied commander of NATO in 
Europe. 


Some western European governments 


are said to oppose that move because Haig 
served in a scandal-ridden administration 
and some U.S. politicians, notably Sen. 
William Proxmire, D-Wis., also oppose it. 


the small society 


Proxmire says he will strenuously oppose 
any move to return Haig to active duty 
status because it would "send a signal 
throughout the military officer corps that 
politics pays off — and in a big way." 


Haig is reputed to be an intelligent and 


immensely capable officer and ad- 
ministrator and the nation should continue 
to benefit from his talents. But Proxmire 
has a point. The U.S. doesn't need a 
political general in a position of high 
authority because of the effect it might 
have on the ambitions of up-and-coming of- 
ficers. 


President Ford, in another 


questionable move, has slotted GOP 
National Chairman George Bush, another 
capable individual and former U.N. am- 
bassador, to be chief of the U.S. mission to 
the Peoples Republic of China. While 
having some diplomatic experience, Bush 
is essentially a politician. 


Ford's putting a new face on his ad- 


ministration is commendable, but if he 
mixes politics and military service and con- 
tinues the practice of mixing domestic 
politics with foreign diplomacy, he will not 
be doing the nation a service

home and little desire for anything short of un­ 
conditional forgiveness. 


You have to visit Toronto to understand 
what they are talking about. That young 
runaways will pay a steep price to come back to 
the United States may seem reasonable in the

There is no real way to know, but most of 
the runaways have probably carved out better 
lives and opportunities for themselves than they 
could have at home. 
I don't intend to write a travel feature for 
Toronto. Even so, the city’s appeal is central to 
my point, being almost tailor-made for youth. 
The stodginess that characterized Toronto in its 
earlier days as the focal point of Canadian- 
British tradition has been changed by a tremen­ 
dous influx of European immigrants and young 
people. 
Everywhere in the city, new office 
buildings, restaurants and boutiques seem to be 
opening up There are gardens everywhere. The 
city hall is something out of tomorrow's texts on 
architecture, and you can walk almost anywhere 
downtown at night — I did — without seeing a 
hint of a mugger. A friend in market research 
says that Toronto is the North American City 
with the most enthusiastic lifestyle rating. 


Which brings me back to the question of 
amnesty. I am sympathetic to President Ford’s 
conditional amnesty program — requiring com­ 
pensatory service — although I didn’t care for 
the swing-to-the-left context in which he offered 
it. Moreover, it may be useful to underscore the 
numerical realities involved here Of the tens of 
thousands of U.S. deserters, draft-dodgers and 
runaways in Canada — many in Toronto — only 
a minority would be likely to come home even 
with an absolute amnesty. Visit their families, 
yes; but not move back to the U.S. And a much 
smaller minority would return if compensatory 
service were involved. 


Thus, those who expect that conditional 
amnesty would mean a re-invasion of hippies, 
junkies and dropouts are wrong. That’s not 
very likely. To paraphrase the old World War 
One ditty, how are you going to get them back to 
Dubuque after they’ve seen Bloor Street West 
and Queens Park East? 


Presumably the minority that would return 
and pay the price are the harmless and the 
homesick, with less collective anti-social poten­ 
tial than an existing, second-rate Southern 
California motorcycle gang. Besides which, 
there is also another aspect of the situation. 
Conditional amnesty might defuse the overall 
amnesty issue once it became clear that no 
large-scale repatriation was going to occur. 


In political terms, President Ford was 
lucky that the Toronto television threesome 
were so contemptuous of his scheme, because 
that contempt moderated the reaction of con­ 
servative and veterans’ groups against the 
liberality of Mr. Ford’s proposal. 


Over the long-run. though, we might do 
better to resolve the amnesty issue before too 
many Toronto interviews and stories un­ 
derscore the comparative attractions of Canada 
and the U.S. That part is a little embarrassing.

Kennedy Candidacy Uncertain 


“ It’s Kennedy’s for the asking.” So 
goes nearly everybody's assessment of who 
can gain the Democratic presidential 
nomination in 1976. 
We have the feeling, however, that a 
great mass of Democrats will heave a 
collective sigh of relief if Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy of Massachusetts swallows his 
presidential ambitions and sits out the elec­ 
tion two years hence. 
And if he is to do just that, it would be 
the fairest thing for the party arid its other 
hopefuls for Kennedy to announce his non­ 
candidacy well within the next twelve 
months. For it’s another popular axiom 
that “ nobody (except, perhaps, “ Scoop” 
Jackson) will move until Teddy does.” 
Kennedy should signal his intentions to run 
or not early enough for others to make 
their move in staking a claim on the 
nomination if Kennedy decides to hold off. 
A free-for-all among late-emerging can­ 
didates just before convention time will not 
help the Democratic Party to put its best 
foot forward in the 1976 election. 
There are compelling reasons to 
believe that Kennedy may take himself out 
of the running, at least for six more years. 
The statement by former Democratic 
National Chairman Lawrence O’Brien, the 
Watergate burglary target, that Kennedy 


should not run for president in 1976 should 
be regarded as having more than casual 
significance because of O’Brien's long-time 
ties with the Kennedy family as friend and 
advisor. 
It is O'Brien’s position that Kennedy 
should step aside because he could be the 
target of possible assassination attempts if 
he should seek the office. Sadly, it is all too 
possible, considering the violent emotions 
the Kennedys stir up and the bloody record 
that remarkable family has suffered in 
public service. 
There is another practical reason, too, 
why a Kennedy decision to withdraw from 
presidential politics might be silently 
hailed among Democratic ranks. And that 
is that the shadow of Chappaquiddick will 
hang heavy in post-Watergate America, no 
matter what people like O’Brien say public­ 
ly about it not being a serious negative fac­ 
tor.

That’s because Tower was a hawk during the 
Vietnam War. You remember the hawks. The 
word isn’t used much any more, but they were 
the people who believed we belonged in Viet­ 
nam, who wanted the war expanded, who urged 
that more and more troops be sent. 
Not all of them were well-known politicians. 
Many were ordinary people who showed how 
they felt by shaking their fists at peace 
marchers, or waving a flag, or crunching the 
heads of demonstrators. 


Hawks could generally b e found in political 
arenas, on TV talk shows, or in the comfort of 
their own living room or backyard. 
Hawks were less often found in induction 
centers, on troopships, or in the steamy jungles 
of Vietnam. 
You seldom hear the old hawks talking about 
Vietnam any more. What is there for them to 
say? As it turned out, we didn’t belong in Viet­ 
nam, and we finally got out, and now the Viet­ 
namese are doing quite nicely in slaughtering 
each other without our help. 
But the hawks do have one issue left — and 
that's the question of amnesty. 
I'm sure it is safe to generalize that most of 
the former hawks are against amnesty. 
If you took a survey as to how people felt 
about the war at the time of, say, the 1968 
Democratic convention, and how they now feel 
about amnesty, you would wind up with the old 
hawk-dove alignments. 
The doves would favor amnesty because they 
believe it is just a logical extension of admitting 
we didn't belong in Vietnam in the first place, 
and getting out. 
Amnesty would be just further proof that we 
have recognized that the doves were right.

So you can see why Tower feels the way he 
does. You can see why the VFW - which was 
hawkish during the war — rejected President 
Ford’s views on conditional amnesty. 


Amnesty would be just another way of telling 
the hawks: “ You were wrong, Chum.” 


For all the pious talk about how amnesty 
would be a slap in the face to those who son ed 
in Vietnam, in reality the faces that would be 
slapped would be those of the hawks. 
That, I suspect, is why the hawks so strongly 
oppose amnesty. Those draft resisters in 
Canada, Europe, and our underground, are the 
last thing they can cling to as proof that they 
might have been right. 
If you take that away from them, they might 
then have to face the fact that they were wrong. 
And if I were Tower, or anyone else who so 
lustily waved the flag and shoved young men in 
the direction of the troopships. I wouldn t want 
to think about what having been wrong means.

We all make mistakes. But this mistake was a 
whopper. It left something like 50,000 young 
men dead. That is a lot of dead people. It left 
thousands of others without arms, or legs, eves 
or ears. It left thousands with terrible psy­ 
chological problems and drug problems. It left 
thousands of women without husbands, parents 
without sons, children without fathers. They 
haven’t put an eraser on a pencil that will undo 
that big a mistake. 
So the people who fled the draft are impor­ 
tant to the hawks. As long as they are fugitives 
from the law. Tower and the others can point an 
accusing finger toward Canada and cry: 
“Coward, traitor, shirker.” 
Rut if you take that away through amnesty, 
then they will have to lower their finger and 
take a long look at their own hands. 
There are some things you can never wash off 
your hands.

A Letter To Ford 


WASHINGTON - All but 
forgotten in the Watergate after- 
math has been its chief victim, 
Sen. George McGovern, who 
was badly defeated after the dir­ 
tiest presidential campaign in 
American history'. 


Yet the South Dakota senator, 
betraying no bitterness, has 
written a stirring, private letter 
to the man who has now wound 
up in the White House in his 
place, without ever running for 
president. 


The letter thanks him for his 
“ constructive leadership” at this 
critical hour and declares 
eloquently: “ No one can now 
fail to see what is right with 
America, even as we strive to 
repair what is wrong.” 
Although McGovern was the 
Democratic presidential can­ 
didate in 1972 and will oppose 
Ford’s election in 1976, he wrote 
the new President on August 30 
to wish him well. 
“No one who loves America 
has taken satisfaction from the 
crisis that put you in the nation’s 
hardest job . . .,” the letter 
allows. “ But we can draw 
satisfaction from the underlying 


strength of our constitutional 
structure and the rule of law 
For we have demonstrated that 
we take those principles serious­ 
ly and that they can be made to 
work. . . 


“ For despite the serious 
challenges we have to face, 
despite the honest differences 
we are bound to have, we have 
taken the first and greatest step 
toward recovery. Our confidence 
is returning.” 


Citing what is right with 
America, McGovern tells Ford 
warmly: “One thing that is right 
is your approach to the presiden­ 
cy. Above all else the country 
needed healing You have un­ 
derstood that need and met it. 
“The spirit of excessive par­ 
tisanship is gone from the White 
House. Instead you have sum­ 
moned a spirit of cooperation 
from

Republicans alike. Instead of 
‘enemies lists.’ there is a list of 
domestic and foreign priorities 
we share together. 
“And with the sense of com­ 
mon purpose you have inspired, 
we face them with renewed

Inflession' Possible 


WASHINGTON - When President Ford in­ 
troduced the new chairman of the Council of 
Economic Advisers to his cabinet, virtually the 
first words out of Aian Greenspan's mouth 
were, “ Don’t expect miracles.” 
, 
But one of our central problems is that we 
do expect a miracle: specifically, the slowing of 
inflation without the slowing pains of un­ 
employment. On that score, ahead lies disap­ 
pointment. 
Intentionally, high interest rates depress 
America's largest industry, construction; un­ 
intentionally, high interest rates depress the 
stock market. In an effort to check inflation, we 
have already gone into a recession, and it must 
get worse in order to do any good. 


Anyone who suggests that such a trip 
through the wnnger might be necessary or ul­ 
timately worthwhile is denounced as fishy-eyed, 
hard-hearted, or Hooveresque, but the state of 
the economic art is such that the only way to 
good times is through hard times. 


That is w-hy the Fed's Arthur Burns is un­ 
characteristically pushing a multi-billion-dollar 
W.P.A. to shorten the lines of the unemployed 
when they begin to form: Nobody wants to be 
the ogre who demands that the greatest pay­ 
ment for the cure of inflation fall on the poor. 


That is why Paul Samuelson, an economist 
accustomed to raising Keynes, is willing to 
accept a period of unemployment hovering 
about 6%: Nobody wants to be the ogre who lets 
ideology stand in the way of curing inflation 
which afflicts the working poor. 


And that is why our new President has laid 
on what is so easy to describe as an enormous 
public-relations stunt, billed as an “economic 
summit,” a televised econothon with stars of 
labor, management and academe: Nobody 
wants to be alone in leading the American peo­ 
ple into such an unpromising land.

Federal spending will be held down, which

As the saying goes, a recession 
is when you are out of work, and a depression is 
when I am out of work We are not headed into 
a depression because there are enough 
stimulants available to pull us out of one; the 
real prospect that is depressing is that we might 
not have the stamina to take a recession long 
enough to reverse the rate of inflation.

No matter what is undertaken, we are cer­ 
tain to go through a period of perhaps a year in 
which we have the worst of both worlds — 
“ inflession,” when our suffering will seem for 
naught, when prices continue to go up as jobs 
become scarcer in a time of no growth. At that 
point, economies will tend to revert to its 
original name, “ political arithmetic,” and the 
pressure will build to try something else. 
That is when controls will begin to look 
good again, and the siren song of “ bold 
leadership” will be heard on the hustings. The 
quick fix will gain preference over the patient 
cure, and in a democracy, who is to resist the 
will of the people? 
We can live with some inflation. But we can 
never remove the causes of double-digit infla­ 
tion with the prestidigitation of controls, and 
that is the sleight-of-hand that will be demanded 
down the line. 
The way to slow inflation is to increase 
productivity. That means more output per man- 
hour, which happens after the cruel discipline of 
an increase in unemployment, and is aided by 
the investment of corporate profits and freshly- 
raised capital in new equipment. That is the 
only way to bring about a rise in the average 
worker's real income. 
Toward that end, let us summitteer with 
passion, consense ourselves into a lasting lump 
sugarcoat our potent pill until we hardly 
recognize recession, and praise the tin- 
tinabulators of austerity while we condemn the 
queasy for calling quits too quickly.

Tortillas Too Light; 
Prosecution Sought 


The State Department of 


Agriculture will seek prosecu- 
tion of an Omaha tortilla-maker 
accused of shortweighing corn 
and flour tortillas. 


Glenn Kreuscher, director of 


agriculture, said Thursday he 
will ask the Douglas County at- 
torney to file criminal charges 
against Ricardo's Wholesale 
Mexican Foods for violating the 
state's weights and measures 
law. 


Department inspectors found 


74 of 96 tortilla packages 
weighed less than the label in- 
dicated at stores in Omaha, Lin- 
coln, Auburn, McCook and 
Wahoo. 


The decision was made 


following a hearing attended by 
department inspectors and 
Richardo Correa. the business' 
owner. The hearing was the first 
time a wholesaler has been ac- 
cused of selling underweight 
products. 


Steve Malone, head of the 


weights and measures program, 
said he received a complaint 
from Offutt Air Force Base in 
Bellevue that the firm was 
selling underweight tortilla 
packages. 


A subsequent investigation 


turned up other violations. 


Kreuscher said Correa and his 


attorney, Mike Fitzgerald, were 
asking "too much" in suggesting 
a warning would be proper. 


"I'm impressed by the correc- 


tive action you've taken, but I 
can't excuse the violation," he 
said. "This is an excellent exam- 
ple why Nebraska needs a 
weights and measures law." 


Fitzgerald told Kreuscher that 


such punishment 
"certainly 


doesn't encourage anybody to 
cooperate with you." 


The department estimated 


that consumers were paying 2.3 
cents too much per package in 
view of the true weight.

The State Department of 
Agriculture will seek prosecu­ 
tion of an Omaha tortilla-maker 
accused of shortweighing corn 
and flour tortillas. 
Glenn Kreuscher, director of 
agriculture, said Thursday he 
will ask the Douglas County at­ 
torney to file criminal charges 
against Ricardo’s Wholesale 
Mexican Floods for violating the 
state’s weights and measures 
law. 
Department inspectors found 
74 of 96 tortilla packages 
weighed less than the label in­ 
dicated at stores in Omaha, Lin­ 
coln, Auburn, McCook and 
Wahoo. 
The decision was made 
following a hearing attended by 
department inspectors and 
Richardo Correa, the business’ 
owner. The hearing was the first 
time a wholesaler has been ac­ 
cused of selling underweight 
products. 


Steve Malone, head of the 
weights and measures program, 
said he received a complaint 
from Offutt Air Force Base in 
Bellevue that the firm was 
selling underweight tortilla 
packages. 
A subsequent investigation 
turned up other violations. 
Kreuscher said Correa and his 
attorney, Mike Fitzgerald, were 
asking “too much" in suggesting 
a warning would be proper. 
“I ’m impressed by the correc­ 
tive action you’ve taken, but I 
can’t excuse the violation,” he 
said “This is an excellent exam­ 
ple why Nebraska needs a 
weights and measures law.’’

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School Residency 
Opinion Declined

The Nebraska attorney 


general has declined to offer the 
Lincoln Public Schools an opi- 
nion on guidelines for students 
to qualify for free school 
privileges. 


In a letter to Lincoln State 


Sen. Wally Barnett, who asked 
him if his office could respond to 
the'residency issue, Atty. Gen. 
Clarence A. H. Meyer said, "We 
regret that we cannot answer the 
question." 


At issue is a request by Arthel 


Eugene Crump, a University of 
Nebraska law student, that the 
Lincoln Board of Education 
waive tuition for lu's brother-in- 
law, Patrick Cooke of New York 
City, to attend Lincoln High 
School. 


Application Denied 


On its attorney's recommenda- 


tion, the board denied Crump's 
application on grounds Crump 
said he would provide only par- 
tial financial support of Cooke, 
16. 


But the board invited Crump 


to file suit in a test case on the 
residency and tuition questions, 
district policy for which is based 
on State Supreme Court rulings 
made 57 to 73 years ago. 


Board attorney Willis Hecht 


appealed to the Legislature to 
pass a new law updating the 
guidelines. 


Meanwhile, Crump asked the 


board to appeal to the attorney 
general for an opinion, rather 
than file suit. But Supt. John 
Prasch pointed out the board 
was not in a position to make 
such a request. Meyer's office 
deals 
only with state 


departments and not local school 
districts, he said. 


Meyer, in dismissing Barnett's 


request on behalf of the district, 
explained, "The principal reason 
is that the Legislature has not 
authorized it. In such a case, our 
opinion would not be binding 
upon anyone and would be 
meaningless. 


'Question Of Fact* 


"An additional important 


reason,!' Meyer wrote, "is the 
fact that 'residents' is a question 
of fact and not of law, and so the 
answer should be worked out by 
the parties involved or by the 
courts." 


Crump has asked the board 


itself to take the question to 
court for a declaratory judg- 
ment, but that was dismissed on 
grounds that if the board asked 
for court review of a decision it 
had already made, the district 
would be acting against itself. 


Crump said he could not af- 


ford to pay the $1,500 tuition for 
Cooke, but the board agreed 
Cooke could begin schoolif a-suit 
were filed, and Crump could 
delay paying tuition, with the 
requirement to be based on any 
opinion rendered. 


A school administrator said 


Thursday the district has "not 
heard anything more from 
Crump" on what action he 
would take. Meanwhile, Cooke 
began classes as a junior at Lin- 
coln High. 


Prasch said earlier Crump had 


another option, amending his 
original application on behalf of 
Crump, to reflect any additional 
facts. 


The Star's attempts to contact 


Crump, for comment on what 
actions he will take and on 
Meyer's letter, were un- 
successful. 


Hospital Board OKs 
Participation Rules

The issue of public participa- 


tion in meetings of the Lincoln 
General Hospital and Lincoln 
Hospital Association Board of 
Trustees sparked debate among 
board menbers at the group's 
regular meeting Thursday 
evening. 


The proposal, which was ul- 


timately adopted, states, "Any 
person including a member of 
the Board of Trustees desiring to 
place a matter upon the agenda 
for discussion and consideration 
by the Board of Trustees shall 
advise the administrator at least 
ten days prior to the date of the 
meeting of the Board of 
Trustees." 


Such matters, the proposal 


goes on, "shall be in writing and 
shall set forth the general detail 
the nature and reason for the 
request and shall to the extent 
possible be accompanied by in- 
formation which will aid the 
members of the Board of 
Trustees to consider the agenda 
item." 


Majority Vote 


Only by a majority vote of the 


members of the board present at 
the meeting may matters not on 
the agenda be brought before 
the board. 


Voicing opposition to the 


proposal, board member John 
Robinson indicated his concern 
that it might inhibit public par- 
ticipation in board meetings. 


"I think that there ought to be 


greater public access... to these 
meetings," he said, following 
adjournment 


"I don't see this as impeding 


anyone's opportunity to 
appear,"' countered Lincoln At- 
torney Norman Krivosha, who 
presented the proposal to the 
board. 


Noting that "this board has 


limited jurisdiction,''he went on 


to explain that the policy would 
allow the board "to respond to 
the individual;" to indicate to 
him or her prior to the meeting, 
whether or not the board has the 
power to deal with the matter in 
question. 


Since the board meets only 


once a month, the policy would 
facilitate the handling of matters 
presented by non board 
members, Krivosha continued. 


If board members are per- 


mitted to consider the matter 
prior to the meeting, they will be 
able to act on it more 
expeditiously, he said. 
'Not A Town Hall' 


Expressing concern that, in 


the absence of such a policy non- 
board members might use 
meetings for publicity purposes, 
board chairman Walter E. Nolte 
said, "This is not a town hall 
meeting." It is simply a 
meeting "in the eyes of the 
public." 


We have a difference of opi- 


nion as to what a public meeting 
is," Robinson responded. 


In other action, the board 


tabled a proposed bylaws revi- 
sion, because of insufficient 
board member attendance. 


The matter will be considered 


at the next meeting. 


Hospital administrator, W. 


Robert Brungard, reported the 
hospital's new comprehensive 
data processing system will 
become operational "about a 
year from now." 


Currently in developmental 


stages, it "will be one of the 
most up-to-date systems in the 
country." Brungard said.

The Nebraska attorney 
general has declined to offer the 
Lincoln Public Schools an opi­ 
nion on guidelines for students 
to qualify for free school 
privileges. 
In a letter to Lincoln State 
Sen. Wally Barnett, who asked 
him if his office could respond to 
the residency issue, Atty. Gen. 
Clarence A. H Meyer said, “We 
regret that we cannot answer the 
question.” 
At issue is a request by Arthel 
Eugene Crump, a University of 
Nebraska law student, that the 
Lincoln Board of Education 
waive tuition for his brother-in- 
law, Patrick Cooke of New York 
City, to attend Lincoln High 
School. 
Application Denied 
On its attorney’s recommenda­ 
tion, the board denied Crump’s 
application on grounds Crump 
said he would provide only par­ 
tial financial support of Cooke, 
16. 
But the board invited Crump 
to file suit in a test case on the 
residency and tuition questions, 
district policy for which is based 
on State Supreme Court rulings 
made 57 to 73 years ago. 
Board attorney Willis Hecht 
appealed to the Legislature to 
pass a new law updating the 
guidelines. 
Meanwhile, Crump asked the 
board to appeal to the attorney 
general for an opinion, rather 
than file suit. But Supt. John 
Prasch pointed out the board 
was not in a position to make 
such a request. Meyer’s office 
deals 
only 
with 
state 
departments and not local school 
districts, he said. 


Meyer, in dismissing Barnett’s 
request on behalf of the district, 
explained, “The principal reason 
is that the Legislature has not 
authorized it. In such a case, our 
opinion would not be binding 
upon anyone and would be 
meaningless. 
‘Question Of Fact’ 
“ An additional important 
reason,” Meyer wrote, “is the 
fact that ‘residents’ is a question 
of fact and not of law, and so the 
answer should be worked out by 
the parties involved or by the 
courts.” 
Crump has asked the board 
itself to take the question to 
court for a declaratory judg­ 
ment, but that was dismissed on 
grounds that if the board asked 
for court review of a decision it 
had already made, the district 
would be acting against itself. 


Crump said he could not af­ 
ford to pay the $1,500 tuition for 
Cooke, but the board agreed 
Cooke could begin school if a t suit 
were filed, and Crump could 
delay paying tuition, with the 
requirement to be based on any 
opinion rendered. 
A school administrator said 
Thursday the district has “not 
heard anything more from 
Crump” on what action he 
would take. Meanwhile, Cooke 
began classes as a junior at Lin­ 
coln High. 
Prasch said earlier Crump had 
another option, amending his 
original application on behalf of 
Crump, to reflect any additional 
facts.

The issue of public participa­ 
tion in meetings of the Lincoln 
General Hospital and Lincoln 
Hospital Association Board of 
Trustees sparked debate among 
board menbers at the group’s 
regular meeting Thursday 
evening.

Majority Vote 
Only by a majority vote of the 
members of the board present at 
the meeting may matters not on 
the agenda be brought before 
the board. 
Voicing opposition to the 
proposal, board member John 
Robinson indicated his concern 
that it might inhibit public par­ 
ticipation in board meetings. 
“I think that there ought to be 
greater public access... to these 
meetings,“ he said, following 
adjournment. 
“I don’t see this as impeding 
anyone’s opportunity to 
appear,” countered Lincoln At­ 
torney Norman Krivosha, who 
presented the proposal to the 
board. 
Noting that “this board has 
limited jurisdiction, ”he went on 


to explain that the policy would 
allow the board “to respond to 
the individual;” to indicate to 
him or her prior to the meeting, 
whether or not the board has the 
power to deal with the matter in 
question. 
Since the board meets only 
once a month, the policy would 
facilitate the handling of matters 
presented by non board 
members, Krivosha continued. 
If board members are per­ 
mitted to consider the matter 
prior to the meeting, they will be 
able to act on it more 
expeditiously, he said. 
‘Not A Town Hall’ 
Expressing concern that, in 
the absence of such a policy non­ 
board members might use 
meetings for publicity purposes, 
board chairman Walter E. Nolte 
said, “This is not a town hall 
meeting.” It is simply a 
meeting “in the eyes of the 
public.” 
We have a difference of opi­ 
nion as to what a public meeting 
is,” Robinson responded. 
In other action, the board 
tabled a proposed bylaws revi­ 
sion, because of insufficient 
board member attendance. 
The matter will be considered 
at the next meeting. 
Hospital administrator, W. 
Robert Brungard, reported the 
hospital’s new comprehensive 
data processing system will 
become operational “about a 
year from now.” 


Currently in developmental 
stages, it “will be one of the 
most up-to-date systems in the 
country,“ Brungard said.

The Circuit Court of 
Appeals for the District of Columbia suggested - 
but did not order - a three-week delay and Sirica 
complied. 


Ehrlichman submitted the same petitions to

justice responsible for the appeals circuit that in- 
cludes Washington state, where Ehrlichman lives. 


Ehrlichman, who was Nixon's domestic af- 


fairs adviser, also contended his lawyers had not 
had time to prepare a defense.

Test Case Starts 
Against Leases 


Tallahassee, Fla. — The State 


of Florida filed charges 
Thursday against one of its 
biggest condominium developers 
in an effort to break controver- 
sial recreation leases that cost 
consumers millions of dollars a 
year. 


Florida Atty. Gen. Robert L. 


Shevm described the action as 
"very much a test case" aimed 
at ending the lease arrangements 
associated with most of the some 
250,000 condominium units in 
the state. 


The case is important 


nationally because of Florida's 
position as a condominium 
pioneer and because an in- 
vestigation by the Federal Trade 
Commission is understood to 
center on the same issues raised 
Thursday. 


'Unconscionable' Profit 


Shevin 
charged 
that 


developers who invest perhaps 
$2 million in recreation facilities 
would typically reap an "un- 
conscionable" windfall profit of 
between $3 million and $6 
million annually for as long as 99 
years. 


Each condominium owner is 


required to pay the fees even if 
the facilities are not used. Many 
purchasers have asserted that 
the recreation leases, which 
commonly include an escalator 
clause tied to the cost of living, 
were not disclosed before their 
purchase.

following sharp jumps during 
the past year.

economists said prices have 
jumped from last summer's 
average of about 10 cents a 
pound for raw sugar to about 34 
cents because of a short world 
supply.

It enabled East 
(Elliott) to play his lowest club 
on the nine, thus strongly 
suggesting that partner switch 
to some other suit 


It was not difficult for West to 


read that East wanted a 
diamond shift. Accordingly, he 
played a low diamond at trick 
two. Declarer followed low from 
dummy, but was now fighting a 
losing cause. Elliott ruffed, 
returned a heart to Sheardown's 
ace, and another diamond lead 
put the contract down one. 


Had Berah covered the nine of 


clubs with the jack, he would 
have made the contract very 
easily.

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DEAR ABBY: As a teacher of 
11th grade English, may I res­ 
pond to the irate parent who 
objected to the “trashy” books 
his child was required to read in 
school?

State Tech College Board To Finalize Budget 


The State Board of Technical

But 
the board will weigh establishing 
a state-wide approach and long- 
range planning for such needs. 


In the morning before the of- 


ficial meeting, the board -will 
conduct a first review of 1975-76 


capital construction requests for 
the, areas, with final recommen- 
dations scheduled to come at the 
November board session. 


In other business at the 


September "meeting, the board 
will review for possible adoption 
two policy statements regarding 
the standardized "continuing 
education unit" for all regular 
non-credit courses, and a 
proposed athletic conference of 
the community coEege areas. 


Reports are also scheduled on 


competency-based teaching and 


the resulting output of students, 
Schleiger said, "in serving the 
needs of the state, rather than 
worrying about enrollment and 
budgets." Students at the com- 
pletion of the competency-based 
programs will be identified as 
able to perform specific tasks or 
skills. 


A report will also be made on

Matuszak's Cose Discussed In Court

Nebraska's football coaching staff will 


put the finishing touches on selecting per- 
sonnel to play on kicking and kick return 
units Friday afternoon in preparation for 
Saturday's final dress rehearsal scrim- 
mage in Memorial Stadium. 


"I hate to work on it live," Coach Tom 


Osborne said, "but this is one phase of 
the game that hurt us last season. We had 
one kickoff returned for a touchdown and 
had two against Missouri that gave them 
great field position." 


Present plans are for Don Westbrook 


and Bobby Thomas to be the deep men 
on kickoff returns. If Westbrook can't go 
full speed Saturday, the others who will 
get a look are Hitch Bane, Tom Heiser or 
Dave Gillespie. Westbrook was held out 
of Thursday's workout with a knee strain 
received in Wednesday's scrimmage. 


The kicking unit will be composed of 


mostly first stringers, but Osborne said 
there might be some second or third unit 
players, "but they'll be ones we feel best 
for the job." 


On punt returns, either Thomas "or 


John O'Leary will be deep with Dave 
Butterfield the up-back. 


With the new rule forbidding blocking 


below the waist on kick returns, Osborne 
said work already has been done on that 
and filmed and that there has been no 
problems so far. 


"I just hope in the excitement of the 


game they don't come unglued because 
it's a 15-yard penalty from the spot of the 
foul." Osborne said. 


He said he asw no particular areas of 


concern that will require more-work than 
others between now and the Oregon 
game. 


There are a few players who received 


injuries in Wednesday's hitting session, 
but none were believed serious. 


Held out Thursday, in addition to West- 


brook, were linebacker Tom Ruud, who 
has a groin injury, quarterback Earl 
Everett, a bruised knee, and wide 
receiver Chuck Malito, a back injury. 


A couple of other players injured 


previously are just about ready to resume 
full duty. Center Wayne Stuberg, who 
hurt a knee two weeks ago, ran well 
Thursday, but .tackle George Mills still 
isn't running full speed on an injured 
knee. 


Osborne said Saturday's scrimmage 


would be the last heavy contact for the 
balance of the season for the top two un- 
its. "We may have some occasional one- 
on-one blocking for five or ten minutes, 
but never any scrimmage," he said. 


Saturday's scrimmage will be a full 


dress rehearsal, not only for the players, 
but for everyone connected with putting 
on a football game in the stadium. 


The 1:30 p.m. session will have a full 


crew of officials, the Scoreboard clock 
will be in operation and coaches will 
work on phones from the press box and 
on the sidelines. 


The first unit isn't expected to be in ac- 


tion for more than a half and all the ac- 
tion will be against Oregon offenses and 
defenses run by the scout team. 


Osborne said he may beef up the scout 


team in a few areas since the varsity 
moved at will against it Wednesday. 


HOUSTON (DPI) - John Matuoak, decorated with 


green shoes, gold glaww and a itiver bauble hanging in 
the hair on his chett, testified Thursday the National 
Football League contract he'iigned with the Houston 
Oilers was "an obvious form of coercion." 


The M,285-pound defensive lineman said he should be 


allowed to jump the NFL and play with the Houston 
Texans of the World Football League. 
, Bill Pakalka, attorney for Matuszak and the Texans, 
told State District Judge Arthur Lescher that contracts 
binding players to the NFL through the option clause 
were' 'a onesided, one-way street" favoring owners.

Matuszak, testifying for an hour, said he had no choice 


but to sign a four-year contract with the Oilers last year as 
the NFL's No. 1 draft choice. The WFL did not then 
exist. 
' '' 


"It was either sign this contract or not play football at 


all," he said, glowering down from the-witness stand. 
"They (Oilers) had sole right to;me and if'I did not agree 
to the terms, I would not be allowed to play in my coun- 
try. 


"I want to play in this country," said the giant lineman 


who wore a green and white checkered sports coat over 
an open-collar white shirt. "This is the land of the free 
and the home of the brave. That's1 what my country stands 
for." • 


He said his signing with the Oilers: "It's an obvious 


form of coercion. Either you sign the contract or not 
play." 


The Oilers seek an extension of a temporary injunction 


to prevent Matuszak from playing with the WFL. Court 
was recessed for the day and the judge gave the lineman 
and the Texans until noon Saturday to reply to a legal 
brief filed earlier in the day by the Oilers. 


Matuszak cannot play for the WFL Texans until 


Lescher rules. The big lineman testified he had received 
no money from the Texans. He and his attorney strongly 
criticized the standard NFL contracts and the "Rozelle 
Rule" that allows Commissioner Pete Rozelle to decide 
compensation should a player jump from one NFL team 
to another. 


After a heated exchange with Oilers Coach Sid Gillman, 


Pakalka said: 


"So what you're saying is 'Welcome to the wonderful 


world of NFL football. This is not a democracy. This is a 
dictatorship.' Isn't that right?" 


Gillman did not answer and slumped in the witness 


chair with a disgusted look. Earlier, Gillman, wearing his 
usual bow tie, said to Matuszak's lawyer: "You're a smart 
aleck." 


Matuszak was served with a temporary restraining 


order last week in the middle of the Texans-New York 
Stars game. Tlie Oilers must show cause why the former 
Tampa University player should be held to his contract. 


Lesher must decide whether to continue the order as a 


temporary injunction, thus preventing Matuszak from 
playing for the Texans until the Oiler contract can be tried 
on its merits. 


The Texans said they found a "loophole" in Matuszak's 


contract, but testimony indicated the WFL newcomer 
was questioning all NFL contracts. 


Gillman, the first witness called, said in two hours of 


testimony that Matuszak was signed to four one-year con- 
tracts with an option each year by the Oilers. 


"It was suggested by the NFL office that we sign a 


player to separate one-year contracts rather than one con- 
taining contract for, say, four years," Gillman said. 


Pakalka tried to establish that, with the strike by this 


year's NFL players still in effect, Matuszak had no appeal 
of more than $20,000 in fines levied by Gillman. The at- 
torney said the player's contract calls for a salary of |25,- 
000 this year. 


"So if he shows up like a good boy tomorrow then he 


may get $10,000 for playing this year," Pakalka said. 


Gillman has fined Matuszak $500 for each practice and 


team meeting he has missed. The coach said the big 
lineman would have to pay the entire amount before he 
could return to the Oilers. 


The entire Oiler team, coaches and management were 


subpoenaed for the hearing and many were sworn in as 
witnesses and asked by Judge Lesher to leave the cour- 
troom during testimony. Oiler owner Bud Adams said in 
the back of the room. 


When it was discovered during the proceeding that 


several coaches remained in the courtroom by mis- 
understanding, Lesher gave the courtroom a football air.

He and his attorney strongly 
criticized the standard NFL contracts and the “Rozelle 
Rule” that allows Commissioner Pete Rozelle to decide 
compensation should a player jump from one NFL team 
to another. 
After a heated exchange with Oilers Coach Sid Gillman, 
Pakalka said: 
“So what you’re saying is ‘Welcome to the wonderful 
world of N Fl football. This is not a democracy. This is a 
dictatorship.’ Isn’t that right0” 
Gillman did not answer and slumped in the witness 
chair 'with a disgusted look. Earlier, Gillman, wearing his 
usual bow tie, said to Matuszak’s lawyer: “You’re a smart 
aleck.” 
Matuszak was served with a temporary restraining 
order last week in the middle of the Texans-New York 
Stars game. The Oilers must show cause why the former 
Tampa University player should be held to his contract. 


Lesher must decide whether to continue the order as a 
temporary injunction, thus preventing Matuszak from 
playing for the Texans until the Oiler contract can be tried 
on its merits. 


The Texans said they found a “loophole ' in Matuszak’s 
contract, but testimony indicated the WFL newcomer 
was questioning all NFL contracts 
Gillman, the first witness called, said in two hours of 
testimony that Matuszak was signed to four one-year con­ 
tracts with an option each year by the Oilers. 
"It was suggested by the NFL office that we sign a 
player to separate one-year contracts rather than one con­ 
taining contract for, say, four years,” Gillman said 
Pakalka tried to establish that, with the strike by this 
year's NFL players still in effect, Matuszak had no appeal 
of more than $20,000 in fines levied by Gillman. The at­ 
torney said the player’s contract calls for a salary of $25.- 
000 this vear. 
"So if he shows up like a good boy tomorrow then he 
may get $10,000 for playing this year,” Pakalka said 
Gillman has fined Matuszak $500 for each practice and 
team meeting he has missed. The coach said the big 
lineman would have to pay the entire amount before he 
could return to the Oilers. 
The entire Oiler team, coaches and management were 
subpoenaed for the hearing and many were sworn in as 
witnesses and asked by Judge Lesher to leave the cour­ 
troom during testimony. Oiler owner Bud Adams said in 
the back of the room. 
When it was discovered during the proceeding that 
several coaches remained in the courtroom by mis­ 
understanding, Lesher gave the courtroom a football air 
"I can’t tell ’em with out a program,” he said

Yankees' Pi/of, Virdon, Modest Over Success 


NEW YORK (AP) - Can- a man go from 


being fired in the National League one season to 
Manager of the Year in the A m e r i c a n 
L e a g u e the next... via a brief stopover in 
the Pacific Coast League? 


"I don't like to take credit for any of this," 


Bill Virdon said Thursday as he contemplated a 
torrid 16-4 record over the last three weeks that 
has earned the New York Yankees a share of 
first place in the American League's East Divi- 
sion. 


"I don't think a manager can take credit for 


the way the players play or for things that 
happen on the field. You might put the guys out 
there, but they've got to do the job." 


After piloting the Pittsburgh Pirates to a first- 


place finish in the National League East in 
1972—they lost the pennant on a wild pitch in 
the ninth inning of the final playoff game—Vir- 
don was fired last September with the Pirates in 
second place. They finished third. 


He was hired by the Houston Astros to 


manage their Denver "farm club in the Pacific 
Coast League but the Yankees beckoned when 
Joe Cronin, then president of the American 
League, vetoed their signing of Dick Williams. 


Virdon was well aware that Williams had 


managed the Oakland A's to three division ti- 
tles and two world championships in three 
years. 


"I'm sure some people will always compare 


the job I do with what Williams might have 
done," he said, "but I can't let that worry me. I' 
can't manage like Williams; I can only manage 
like I manage." 


Along the way, Virdon managed to ruffle a 


few feelings. It's no secret the Yankees haven't 
been a happy club much of the season. 


The unhappiness surfaced in April with the 


trade of pitchers Steve Kline, Fritz Peterson, 
Fred Beene and Tom Buskey to Cleveland for 
first baseman Chris Chambliss and pitchers 
Dick Tidrow and Cecil Upshaw. 


It continued in May when Virdon shifted Bob- 


by Murcer, the team's top hitter and fiveyear 
center fielder, to nght field and put Elliott Mad- 
dox in center. The move has strengthened the 
Yankee defense and Maddox leads the regulars 
with a .308 batting average. 


"I think all the things that happened were a 


natural reaction," Virdon said. "The players 
had been friends for so long with the guys we 
traded and Murcer had been in center field for 
so long that I don't think the reaction was 
anything unexpected. I just thought our de- 
fense would be better with Maddox in center 
and Murcer in right. 


"But those have been the only two incidents 


and they weren't big things. If you go on and 
win, those things will take care of themselves." 


Virdon annoyed a few players with his hones- 


ty, players who were used to being coddled and 
protected publicly by Ralph Houk, Virdon's 


predecessor. 


"It took a helluva lot of guts to do some of the 


things Bill did and make some of the moves he 
made," said one Yankee. "Ralph might have 
said the hell with it. I really think it was time for 
a change." 


Virdon raised a few eyebrows when he 


criticized the defensive play of second baseman 
Horace Clarke—since traded-and the weak 
throwing arm of left fielder Roy White, 
criticisms which had been aired for years by 
writers covering the team. 


He spoke his mind when he thought someone 


misplayed a ball where Houk might have 
blamed the field conditions. Hardly a day went 
by without some player airing a new complaint. 


He benched Graig Nettles for a week after 


Nettles tailed off drastically from a record 11 
home runs in April, only to read the left-hand 
hitting third baseman's comment that "I al- 
ways need a rest against a right-handed pitcher 
after a day off." 


He bypassed one of Pat Dobson's starts and 


once lifted him in the fifth inning of a 2-1 game 
and.the pitcher sounded off both times. He 
played Ron Blomberg every day for a while but 
finally sat him down even against right-handers 
when he lost his batting stroke and then heard 
Blomberg beef about it. 


He heard backup catcher Rick Dempsey—and 


White, too-ask to be traded so they could play 


every day. He heard Bill Sudakis say he should 
be U* first baseman because Cnambuss 
wasn't hitting. He heard Gene Michael com- 
plain when he lost his shortstop job to Jim 
Mason, 12 years younger, in spring training. And 
he heard Murcer admit he wasn't thrilled about 
being moved 'from center field. 


On the field, only Maddox, left fielder Lou 


Piniella and second baseman Sandy Alomar 
among the regulars have had outstanding 
vears-and Maddox didn't become an everyday 
performer until late May while Alomar has only 
been a Yankee since midseason. Murcer and 
catcher Thurman Munson have had off years 
and Mel Stottlemyre, the club's long-time 
pitching star, has won one game since April and 
has been sidelined since June. Sparky Lyle. has 
not been the near-perfect relief ace of the past. 


Virdon took it all in stride. 
"My biggest problem was not knowing the 


personnel on other teams," he insisted. 


If the Yankees should manage to win the pen- 


nant, wouldn't it be nice to face the Pirates in 
the World Series? 


"I'd enjoy it," Virdon said, "but it wouldn t 


mean anything special. But let's worry about 
our division first. We've got our work cut out for 
us the next few weeks, but the players think 
they can win now." 


So does the manager.

Yankees' Pilot, Virdon, Modest Over Success 


NEW YORK (AP) — Can a man go from 
being fired in the National League one season to 
Manager of the Year in the A m e ric a n 
L e a g u e the next... via a brief stopover in 
the Pacific Coast League? 
“ I don’t like to take credit for any of this,” 
Bill Virdon said Thursday as he contemplated a 
torrid 16-4 record over the last three weeks that 
has earned the New York Yankees a share of 
first place in the American League's East Divi­ 
sion 
“ I don’t think a manager can take credit for 
the way the players play or for things that 
happen on the field. You might put the guys out 
there, but they’ve got to do the job,”

who jumped from UCLA to Georgia Tech, needs time to im- 
prove Tech recruiting, which hasn't been good recently. 


"Notre Dame is a hell of an opponent to break in a new 


system against," Olshan said. "Rodgers seldomed used the air* 
lanes, even when he had the personnel, so what's he going to do 
with a convt.ied defensive back at the controls «f his newly in- 
stalled Wishbone?" 


Olshan answers that question: "He'll try to stay on the 


ground, avoid any high-risk plays and keep the score respec- 
table."

A Couple of Biggies On Card 


The college football season begins Saturday with a light, but 
promising list of games. One of them matching UCLA at 
Tennessee will kickoff the 1974 NCAA television series Satur­ 
day. 


Another game Monday night will be nationally televised 


from Atlanta, (»a., where Coach Pepper Rodgers will unveil his 
Georgia Tech Yellowjackets against defending national cham­ 
pion Notre Dame. 


Those two contests should wet the appetities of Nebraska 


football fans who still have a week to wait before the 
Cornhuskers open against Oregon in Memorial Stadium. 
UCLA is the predicted winner over the Vols in a high- 


scoring contest while Notre Dame will win what experts are 
calling a probable romp for the Irish over Tech. 


The Star this season will carry the ratings and predications 


of Mort Olshan, one of the original handicappers whose opinions 
have been highly respected for many years. 


Here’s what Olshan says about Saturday’s televised opener: 
Valued SEC observers hit at decline in Tennessee 


recruiting, resulting in a benevolent defense that may well 
betray the Vols again this season. 
In 1973, it yielded over 300 yards a game. 176 of them 
against the rush. Reports indicate this department has not been 
shored up substantially from a year ago when the Vols lost four 
games and won five others by 1,2,3.4 and 6 points against foes 
not in UCLA’s class. 


Although the Tennessee offense misses three veteran backs, 


it still has quarterback Conredge Holloway who figures to give 
foes fits again this season. 


UCLA Line Awesome 


I CL A, 9-2 last season, boasts awesome offensive interior 


line averaging 258 pounds. The defense graduated a couple of 
key people, but the newcomers are exceptional. 


Olshan picks the score to be UCLA 30, Tennessee 23. He 
says UCLA will be ready mentally for the opener after being 
destroyed by Nebraska in its 1973 debut. 


After losing here 40-13. the Bruins went on to average 43 
points a game, three times scoring more than 60 points. UCLA, 
like Tennessee, will be running the Veer-T offense. 


In picking Notre Dame to win 31-0, Olshan says Rodgers, 
who jumped from UCLA to Georgia Tech, needs time to im­ 
prove Tech recruiting, which hasn t been good recently. 


“Notre Dame is a hell of an opponent to break in a new 
system against,’’ Olshan said. “ Rodgers seldomed used the air- 
lanes, even when he had the personnel, so what’s he going to do 
with a conve.ced defensive back at the controls of his newly in­ 
stalled Wishbone?” 


Olshan answers that question: “He’ll try to stay on the 
ground, avoid any high-risk plays and keep the score respec­ 
table.’’ 
Despite losing several fine athletes this summer. Olshan 
believes Coach Ara Parseghian has more than enough left from 
his national championship squad and says Georgia Tech 
probably doesn’t have more than a couple players who could 
compete for starting berths at Notre Dame.

Clear Sailing Set 
For Courageous 


NEWPORT, R.I. (AP) - 


Courageous, the U.S. defender in 
next week's America's Cup yacht 
series, was cleared Thursday of 
suggestions that her deck struc- 
ture did not comply with Cup 
rules. 


Although no official protest 


had been lodged, representa- 
tives of the Australian Southern 
Cross had intimated that re- 
cesses in the deck of the Cou- 
rageous were too large and gave 
the defender an advantage. 


Rules for the 12-meter yachts 


stipulate that the deck must be 
flat except for small recesses or 
items of equipment such as spin- 
naker poles. 


The controversy, small but im- 


portant since it came only six 
days before the start of the best 
four-of-seven series next 
Tuesday, hinged on whether the 
Courageous' winch 
drums 


amidships are housed in a re- 
cess that is too big. 


The Australians insisted that 


somebody should interpret the 
rules and say what constitutes a 
small recess. 


The recess in question meas- 


ures about four feet square, 
cambers down from the aft sec- 
tion and allows the winch drums 
to be housed at an angle for 


easier sheeting of the sails. 


The measuring committee of 


the International Yacht Racing 
Union considered the matter for 
a couple of days and announced 
Thursday that the Courageous' 
deck structure conforms ,to rule 
21 of the international design 
regulations. 


Making the announcement 


was James McGruer of Scot- 
land, the official IYRU meas- 
urer, and two other measurers, 
Tony Watts of the 
Royal 


Thames Yacht Club, represent- 
ing the challenger, and Bob 
Blumestock of the New York 
Yacht Club, representing the 
defender. 


There is no appeal from the 


measuring committtee's deci- 
sion, although the Southern 
Cross representatives indicated 
they were not happy with it. Had 
the committeee ruled that there 
was a violation, major surgical 
work would have been required 
on Courageous—work that could 
have delayed the start of the Cup 
series. 


"Our aim is to make Cup 


racing as amicable as possible," 
McGruer said.

Post-AAortem Shows 
Cow Died Naturally 
A post-mortem was made Thursday on cow that was 


reportedly mutilated in northeast Nebraska and showed 
the animal died of natural causes. 


It marked the first time such an examination was

Gaida said two new programs 


are now being established in the 
state. He said federal grants 
have been received to set up 
retirement education programs 
through the state's community 
colleges. 


Other federal funds, he said, 


are being used to create "day 
care centers" in Lincoln, North 
Platte and Omaha. The centers 
would provide locations in which 
senior citizens can socialize, eat 
meals and have access to 
medical care during the 
daytime.

The state Department of

look Thursday at a report 
recommending a major overhaul 
of educational programs at the 
Nebraska Penal Complex.

Post-Mortem Shows 
Cow Died Naturally 
A post-mortem was made Thursday on cow that was 


reportedly mutilated in northeast Nebraska and showed 
the animal died of natural causes. 
It marked the first time such an examination was 


made in the recent rash of reported animal mutilations in 
northeast Nebraska, according to the Criminal Investiga­ 
tion Division of the Nebraska State Patrol. 
The dead cow was taken to the Department of 


Veterinary Science at the University of Nebraska. 
Veterinarians Oliver Grace and Larry McGill deter­ 
mined the cow had been sick for several days and died of 
infected kidneys and toxcema of the liver. 
They said various parts of the cow had been chewed 


on by some kind of predator.

ticipating in the correctional in­ 
dustries programs.”

Scottsbluff asked if the report 
meant prisoners had almost no 
opportunity to improve them­ 
selves while in prison. 
Department of education of­ 
ficials said that was an overstate­ 
ment because there were some 
dedicated teachers working at 
the prison. 


Commission On Aging Director 
Urges Retired To Exert Power 


The state’s senior citizens have 


tremendous potential to affect 
events involving their o w t i in­ 
terests and the overall welfare of 
the state. 
That was the meassage from 


Joe Gaida, executive-director of 
the Nebraska Commission on 
Aging, to the Lancaster County 
chapter of the American 
Association of R etired Persons. 
The association, which has 470 


members locally and 6 million 
nationwide, is a nonprofit cor­ 
poration which provides services 
and helps represent the interests 
of senior citizens before 
legislative bodies. 
Gaida told the members that 


12^2% of the state’s population 
is over 65, and that in some 
counties the percentage is as 
high as 25%. 
Persons over 65 register to 


vote in larger percentages than 
other groups, he said, and in fact 
are more likely to vote than 
other age groups. 
Now IS the time for senior 


citizens to make their impact 
felt, Gaida said. The next five 
years, he claimed, will be crucial 
if existing programs for the 
elderly are to become in­ 
stitutionalized (or permanent.) 
Gaida said two new programs 


are now being established in the 
state. He said federal grants 
have been received to set up 
retirement education programs 
through the state’s community 
colleges. 
Other federal funds, he said, 


are being used to create “day 
care centers” in Lincoln, North 
Platte and Omaha. The centers 
would provide locations in which 
senior citizens can socialize, eat 
meals and have access to 
m edical care during the 
daytime. 
The centers, Gaida told the 


group, would make it possible 
for the elderly to remain in­ 
dependent longer, since they 
would return home at night. 
Another topic that senior 


citizens should follow, Gaida 
said, are rumors that the Com­ 
mission on Aging might be 
raised to departmental or divi­ 
sion status in state government.

$3 00,000 Lamuit Filed 
Over Leak In Beef Cooler 


A $300,000 suit has been filed 


in Lancaster District Court by 
American Stores in connection 
with the alleged malfunction of 
the cooling system at the meat 
packing plant. 


Acme Markets, Inc., doing 


business as American Stores, 
alleges that on Dec. 23,1972, ap­ 
proximately 22,000 pounds of 
liquid ammonia used in the 
cooling process escaped the 
cooling system in the beef cooler 
at the plant. 
Named as defendants in the 


action were R efrigeration 
Speciahties Co., Henry Valve 
Co., Natkin & Co., G&C Foundry 


Co. and Henschien, Everds and 
Crombie. 
According to the petition, the 


defendants were negligent in 
faihng to manufacture, assemble 
and design the component parts 
in compliance with safety codes 
and standards pertaining to con­ 
struction of such component 
parts of the system. 


The plaintiff further contends 


the defendants failed to warn the 
plaintiff that a safety relief valve 
was necessary for the safe opera­ 
tion of its cooling system. 
As a result of the ammonia 


leak, the plaintiff claims 
damages to property and the 
business operation.

than 10 points in one direction or 
the other. 
“It’s an exceedingly emotional 


market, and obviously extremely 
oversold,” said Heinz H. Biel at 
Hoppin, Watson, Inc. 


Last Friday the Dow climbed 


more than 21 points, only to fall 
back more than 15 on Tuesday 
and again on Wednesday. 
Gainers prevailed over losers 


996 to 441 among the 1,795 issues 
traded Thursday on the New 
York Stock Exchange. 


Big Board volume was active 


at the outset, then slowed 
markedly and totaled only a 
moderate 14.21 million shares 
for the day. 
The NYSE’s composite index 


of all its listed common stocks 
rose 1.11 to 37.04. 


Brokers gave a good part of 


the credit for the advance to the 
Federal R eserve Board’s reduc­ 
tion late Wednesday of the 
amount of funds banks are 
required to hold in reserve 
against some large certificates of 
deposit.

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Serious Crime Up 8.1% In Nebraska, More Than U.S. Jump 
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Washington (AP) - Serious crime in Nebraska 
manslaughter, forcible rape, robbery and aggravated 
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increased 8.1% in 1973, about 35% more than the 
national average crime growth of 6%. 


Murder and manslaughter led the way. 
The figures were released Friday by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation in its 1*73 Uniform Crime 
Reports.

offenses." The crime index is made up of two broad 
serious crime divisions': violent and property crimes. 
Violent crimes are murder-non-negligent 


assault. Property crimes include burglary, larceny- 
theft and auto theft. 


Serious crime increased 6.8% 1972 to 1973 in 


Lancaster County, the report showed. The increase is 
more than double the 3% rise experienced 1971 to 
1972. Of the 6,615 serious crimes reported in the 
county, 93.8% of them were reported by Lincoln 
police. 


Crime in Nebraska showed increases in six of the 


seven categories. Only aggravated assault declined, 
by five cases over 1972. 


Murder and non-negligent manslaughter showed 


the biggest increase, 51% over 1972. There were 67 
actual such cases in 1973, up from 44. 


Forcible rape was up almost 20%, from 212 


cases to .254. Robbery snowed a similar rise. There 
\were 803. incidents in 1972; 964 in 1974.

Th« number of burglaries rose nearly 16%, from 


8,489 to,9,828. 
" The'larceny-theft category showed only a slight 


increase,, from 24,968 cases to 25,994. 


And auto theft was up about 14%. There were 3,- 


989 cases in 72, 4,M8 in '73. 


Overall, the total state crime index rose from 


40,084 to 43,349. 


The decrease in the large aggravated assault 


category from 1,579 to 1,574 kept the overall increase 
in violent crimes to under 8%. There were 2,859 
violent crimes in Nebraska in 1973, compared to 2,- 
638 in 1972. 


Property crimes increased just over 8%, from 


37,446 to 40,490. 


Nationally, violent crimes increased 57c and 


property crimes 6%. Forcible rape showed the 


biggest gain, 10%, while aggravated assault was up 
7% and murder only 57e. 


Property crimes had an overall S% increase. 
Serious crimes in large cities — jthose with pop- 


ulations over 250,000 — increased only 1% last year, 
compared to a 9% decrease in 1972. 


But Nebraska's only such city, Omaha, showed a 


10% serious crime rise, from roughly 19.330 serious 
crimes to 21,260. 


Surburban areas nationally reported an average 


increase in serious crime of 9%, while rural areas 
were up 10%.

Nebraska Gets $31,967 From Forests 


Washington (UPI) — Counties in which national forest lands 


are located have been given a record total of nearly $118 million as 
their share of receipts from timber sales and other earnings of the 
forests in the 1974 fiscal year, the U.S. Forest Service announced 
Thursday. Under forest law, the counties annually get 25% of 
national forest receipts to compensate them, in effect for the fact 
that they cannot earn normal tax revenues from the forest lands. 
Payment to Nebraska will total 131,967.

swine, sheep, goat, mute, don- 
key, chicken, turkey, fowl, 
swan or other animal commonly 
kept for agricultural or commer- 
cial purposes.

Washington (AP) — Five of 


Nebraska's 12 largest cities 
showed noticeable serious crime 
increases in 1973, according to 
statistics released Friday by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 


But four of the cities showed 


decreases and three stayed vir- 
tually the same in "number of 
offenses known to police" in the 
FBI's annual Uniform Crime 
Reports. 


North Platte showed the 


biggest increase in what the FBI 
calls serious crime, going from 
204 incidents in 1972 to 420 in 
1973, most of the increase in the 
larceny-theft category. 


Fremont, Kearney and Nor- 


folk remained on more or less 
equal footing .with 1972 and 
Grand Island, Beatrice, Colum- 
bus and Hastings had decreases 
in numbers of serious crimes. 


The FBI's serious crimes list 


includes seven categories: 
murder-manslaughter, forcible 


rape, robbery, aggravated 
assault, burglary, larceny-theft 
and auto theft. The total of those 
seven crime categories makes up 
the crime index.

Sun- 
day to warm the pocket books of 
the concessionaires and the car- 
nival.

'CoM Killing Us' 


Brandt said at a news con- 


ference Thursday that "the cold 
is foiling us" at night He said 
crowds are gone by 10 p.m., but 
that "we might have broken 
even last night (Wednesday)" on 
the midway. Cold night 
temperatures have hurt the 
rides, especially high ones where 
chilling customers is a breeze. 


Brandt hopes that Saturday's 


annual Kids Day will help rescue 
the midway from the cash flow 
chill. This Saturday, youngsters 
16 and under will be allowed in 
the outside gate for free until 6 
p.m.

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Serious Crime Up 8 .1% In Nebraska, More Than U.S. Jump 


Washington (AP) — Serious crime in Nebraska 
increased 8.1% in 1973, about 35% more than the 
national average crime growth of 6%. 
Murder and manslaughter led the way. 
The figures were released Friday by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation in its 1973 Uniform Crime 
Reports. 


Statls,ti£sL come from the FB I’s “Crime Index 
offenses. The crime index is made up of two broad 
serious crime divisions: violent and property crimes, 
violent crimes are murder-non-negligent 


manslaughter, forcible rape, robbery and aggravated 
assault. Property crimes include burglary, larceny- 
theft and auto theft. 


Serious crime increased 6.8% 1972 to 1973 in 
Lancaster County, the report showed. The increase is 
more than double the 3% rise experienced 1971 to 
1972. Of the 6,615 serious crimes reported in the 
county, 93.8% of them were reported by Lincoln 
police. 
Crime in Nebraska showed increases in six of the 
seven categories. Only aggravated assault declined, 
by five cases over 1972. 


Murder and non-negligent manslaughter showed 
the biggest increase, 52% over 1972. There were 67 
actual such cases in 1973, up from 44. 
Forcible rape was up almost 20%, from 212 
cases to 254. Robbery showed a similar rise. There 
were 803 incidents in 1972; 964 in 1974. 
The number of burglaries rose nearly 16%, from 
8,489 to 9.828. 


The larceny-theft category showed only a slight 
increase, from 24,968 cases to 25.994. 
And auto theft was up about 14%. There were 3,- 
989 cases in ’72, 4.668 in '73. 


Overall, the total state crime index rose from 
40,084 to 43,349. 
The decrease in the large aggravated assault 
category from 1,579 to 1,574 kept the overall increase 
in violent crimes to under 8%. There were 2.859 
violent crimes in Nebraska in 1973, compared to 2,- 
638 in 1972. 


Property crimes increased just over 8%, from 
37,446 to 40,490. 
Nationally, violent crimes increased 5% and 
property crimes 6%. Forcible rape showed the 


biggest gain, 10%o, while aggravated assault was up 
7% and murder only 5%. 
Property crimes had an overall 6% increase 
Serious crimes in large cities — ihose with pop­ 
ulations over 250,000 - increased only 1% last year, 
compared to a 9% decrease in 1972. 
But Nebraska's only such city, Omaha, showed a 
10% serious crime rise, from roughly 19.330 serious 
crimes to 21,260. 
Surburban areas nationally reported an average 
increase in serious crime of 9%, while rural areas 
were up 10%.

Crime Up In 5 Cities, Down In 4 


Washington (AP) — Five of 
Nebraska’s 12 largest cities 
showed noticeable serious crime 
increases in 1973, according to 
statistics released Friday by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
But four of the cities showed 
decreases and three stayed vir­ 
tually the same in “number of 
offenses known to police” in the 
FBI’s annual Uniform Crime 
Reports. 
North Platte showed the 
biggest increase in what the FBI 
calls serious crime, going from 
204 incidents in 1972 to 420 in 
1973, most of the increase in the 
larceny-theft category. 
Fremont, Kearney and Nor­ 
folk remained on more or less 
equal footing with 1972 and 
Grand Island, Beatrice, Colum­ 
bus and Hastings had decreases 
in numbers of serious crimes. 
The FBI's serious crimes list 
includes seven categories; 
murder-manslaughter, 
forcible 


rape, robbery, aggravated 
assault, burglary, larceny-theft 
and auto theft. The total of those 
seven crime categories makes up 
the crime index.

Nebraska Gets $31,967 From Forests

Thursday. Under forest law, the counties annually get 25% of 
national forest receipts to compensate them, in effect, for the fact 
that they cannot earn normal tax revenues from the forest lands.

Omaha (AP) — A pet is a pet is 
a pet, but Omaha officials are a 
little upset at folks with pet 
coyotes. 
Mayor Edward Zorinsky said, 
"We’ve had three complaints 
about people keeping coyotes in 
their back yards. I guess some 
people figure if a police dog is a 
good watch dog, a coyote is 
better.” 
Currently, there is nothing in 
city law about having a coyote 
around the house as a pet. But a 
new ordinance to be introduced 
to the City Council would put 
coyotes back in the country. 


It would prevent anyone in the 
city from keeping a “nonpet or 
nondomestic anim al,” or 
b r i n g i n g one into the 


city...unless a permit is obtain­ 
ed from the public safety direc­ 
tor. 
The zoo, Ak-Sar-Ben race­ 
track and the Nebraska Humane 
Society would be exempted. 


Under the proposal, nonpet 
animals are defined as every­ 
thing but a dog, cat, hamster, 
rabbit, salamander, gerbil, 
guinea pig, chinchilla, canary, 
parakeet, turtle or mouse. 
Nondomestic animals are 
anything but a horse, bovine, 
swine, sheep, goat, mule, don­ 
key, 
chicken, 
turkey, 
fowl, 
swan or other animal commonly 
kept for agricultural or commer­ 
cial purposes.

Concession stand operators 
aren't so optimistic about, or 
generous with, crowd estimates. 
They're still complaining about a 
no-crowd problem this week, 
following a “wild” Labor Day 
weekend where they couldn’t 
keep up with cust<?mers. 
Fairgoers have until the 
grandstand show at 7 p.m. Sun­ 
day to warm the pocket books of 
the concessionaires and the car­ 
nival. Then the fair becomes an 
ex. 
‘Cold Killing Us’ 
Brandt said at a news con­ 
ference Thursday that “the cold 
is killing us” at night. He said 
crowds are gone by 10 p.m., but 
that “we might have broken 
even last night (Wednesday)” on 
the midway. Cold night 
temperatures have hurt the 
rides, especially high ones where 
chilling customers is a breeze. 
Brandt hopes that Saturday’s 
annual Kids Day will help rescue 
the midway from the cash flow 
chill.

Scotland Yard detained three 
men for what was believed to be 
a Scottish nationalist attempt to 
take the sandstone block, called 


the Stone of Scone, back to 
Scotland where it is revered as a 
patriotic symbol. The English 
keep it under the seat of their 
coronation chair in the abbey. 
England’s King Edward I, an 
implacable foe of the Scots, 
brought the stone to London in 
1296 from Scone Castle near 
Perth in eastern Scotland. 
More than 100 policemen con­ 


verged on Westminster Abbey 
minutes after an alarm attached 
to the stone went off in Scotland 
Yard’s duty room at 12:1 2 a.m., 
officers said. 
A Scotland Yard spokesman 
said one man was arrested inside 
the abbey beside the coronation 
chair, to which the stone is nor­ 
mally secured by iron staples. 
Police said the stone had been 


pried loose and placed on a 
trolley that collapsed under the 
448-pound weight. 
The other men were arrested 
outside the abbey, a spokesman 
said. But there was speculation 
they had nothing to do with the 
attempted theft and would be 
released. 
A police officer said of the 
operation: “It almost came off.
